Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  registration  of  births  and  deaths  in  rural  traots ; 
It  is  hereby  enaoted  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1 *[Tamil  Nadu] 
Registration  of  Births  and  Deaths  Act,  1899. 

2.  The  3[State  Government]  may,  by  notification, 
extend  this  Act,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to  any  local 
area  beyond  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Madras  and  of

with  the  addition  of  registrar  of  births  and  deaths  for 

the  village,  plantation]  or  ward  for  which  he  is 
so  appointed,  written  in  the  vernacular  language, 
to  be  placed  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  or  near  the 
outer  door  of  his  office.

(Received  the  assent  of  the  Governor  on  the  4 th  December 
1899,  and  that  of  the  Governor-General  on  the  3rd 
January  1900  ; the  assent  of  the  Governor-General 
was  published  in  the  Fort  St.  George  Gaxette  of  the 
9th  January  1900.) 

An  Act  to  secure  to  tenants  in  * [certain  areas 
in  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  adjacent  to  the 
territory  which  immediately  before  the  first 
day  of  November  1956  was  comprised  in  the 
Malabar  district]  compensation  for  improve- 
ments. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  relating 
to  compensation  for  improvements  made  by  tenants 
in  ’[certain  areas  in  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  adjaoent
